I'll*- l*loorlsh Msrabnal 

In the Moorish countries of Africa 
auy man who chooses to wander 
about, living on alms and proclaim- 
ing the religion of Mohammad, is ■ 
marabout, or saint. He is usually 
very dirty and ragged, aud often 
crazy. But on the other hand, he 
may be well dressed and lespectable, 
and live in (lie mo.-que of some 
town most of the time. 

The Mohammedan tradition tells 
that ouoe upon a time Mohammed 
found out a certain name by which 
Allah could be invoked so powerfully 
that whoever used this name could 
obtain whatevet he desired. Moham- 
med is supposed to have told I Ins 
magic name to one or two of his 
followers who were especially favor- 
ed by bim. 

Ever since then every marabout 
in Africa spends his lime tiying to 
tiiid out this name. The crazy ones 
generally feel sure this they gain 
much honor and money, for every 
prayer they make will surely be 
answered. The crazy marabout, for 
this reason, is generally held in 
higher esteen than the sane ones. 

The Moors employ marabouts to 
perform the ceremonies al weddings 
and funerals, aud go lo them lo 
have their fortunes told; for fortune 
telling is very important in Moorish 
life. One famous marabout baa a 
tiny hut near the big hotel in Biskra. 
He wears an immense turban of tbe 
most vivid green, to show that he 
lias made the pilgrimage to ofeooa, 
of which the Mohammedans think 
so much. 

This man has a great vogtn 
fortune teller, and the oountry girls 
and women flock in to consult him. 
After the seance they drop coppeis 
or silver coins into the hood at the 
back of his boreooa ot cloak, so that 
he cannot see the money, lie says 
that be never takes anything tot 
his services, but t he coins that are 
left there behind his back do not 
count, of course. 

Most marabouts take money open 
ly forcharms and talismans. Every 
child wears around its neck one or 
two of the little leather bags con 
taining a charm. Little girls wear 
more than boys do. Grown up 
people do not we;.r charms openly, 
but keep them hidden somewhere 
in their garments 

These charms the Moors believe 
preserve the eyesight, insure against 
poverty and also against snake 
biles, and keep off evil spirits. The 
claw of a porcupine, encased in 
silver, is an unfailing charm against 
the evil eye. Magic words writ 
ten on bits of eggshell and tied tip 
in a blue rag keep off fevers. Bvbd 
riliiiels, donk.vs mi goats, won 
charms tied aiound their necks to 
keep them from harm. 

Yellow ink is used by and some 
maiabouts lo write charms against 
evil spirits who b ing blindness. 
One charm in yellow ink reads thus: 

"lu the uame of God of mercy 
and pity may the almighty be. 
propitious to our lord Mohammed, 
his family and companions 

" We have covered theit eyes 
with a veil aud they cannot at 

" In the name of Allah! Hy Allah! 
There is no other God but Allah! 
There is no help but in Allah alone !" 

Red and blue ink are used in 
special cases A favorite talis- 
man is a magic square, which makes 
fifteen when read either from top to 
bottom, from right to left, or diag- 
onally, thus:

The Auto Driver In New Jersey. 

So many deaf-mutes have ap- 
proached tbe editor of this paper, 
with queries about tbe new automo- 
bile law In its relation to drivers' 
licenses, that we give all the promi- 
nence possible to the subjoined letter 
from Mr. W. W. Beadell, to whom 
the passage of the law is largely due. 
He is head of the Committee of the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
which organization tries to prevent 
any infripgement upon the rights of 
tbe deaf of the entire United States. 
Read carefully what Mr. Beadell 
writes, and future uncertainty will 
be avoided. The State of New Jer- 
sey will not oppose the issuance of 
drivers' licenses to the deaf, if they 
make good on all other qualifica- 
tions. 



The formal interpretation of 
House Bill No. 422 by Attorney 
General Edward L. Katzenbach, an- 
nounced on Wednesday last, marks 
the final chapter in the efforts of tbe 
deaf of New Jersey to regain, after 
ten years, their right to drive auto- 
mobiles in the State. The bill in 
question is an amendment to that 
part of tbe New Jersey Traffic Act 
placing unhampered discretion in 
the hands of the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles to refuse licenses to 
whomsoever he considers "an im- 
proper person," and reads as fol- 
lows: 

" * * * provided, however, that 
no physical defect of the applicant 
shall debar him or her from receiv- 
ing a license unless it can be shown 
by common experience that such de- 
fect incapacitates him or her from 
safely operating a motor vehicle." 

The Commissioner, who had ex- 
ercised his discretion to the ex- 
clusion of deaf drivers from the time 
of his appointment in 191 5, was very 
much opposed to tbe adoption of so 
fair a proposition as this, and him- 
self sought an opinion on the new 
law from the Attorney General. 
Mr. Katzen bach's reply is a clear-cut 
statement not only of the meaning of 
the bill, but of the rights of deaf 
people in general, and should be 
carefully preserved and used 
wherever an attempt is made to 
limit those rights. After adopting 
as bis own the wording of the bill to 
the effect that a person suffering 



"I therefore advise you that a 
deaf person does not come within 
tbe designation of 'an improper 
person' as used in the act, and 
unless he suffers from physical 
defects other than deafness, which 
would otherwise incapacitate him 
from safely operating a motor 
vehicle, such deaf person is entitled 
to be licensed, having first complied 
with all the conditions of the 
original act." 

Contrary to expectations, Gover- 
nor Silzer was at first determined to 
veto the bill, giving as his only 
reason that it was disapproved by 
tbe Motor Vehicle Commissioner and 
that discretion in the matter should 
remain with the latter. It will be 
recalled that the House of Assembly 
passed the bill 39 to 9 and the 
Senate without a single opposing 
vote. This evident popularity of 
the measure with members of the 
Legislature bad no effect on the 
Governor. Members and party 
leaders were unable to change his 
determination. On the last day of 
the session, his veto message was 
given out and was published in the 
afternoon papers of that day. Then, 
in the late afternoon, the Governor's 
secretary appeared on the floor of 
the Assembly and handed in the bill 
" with the ink still wet on the signa- 
ture," as one member stated. 

Requests have come to atfe for 
copies of our " brief" and informa- 
tion as to bow we did the seeming 
impossible in the State that was a 
leader in opposing tbe deaf motorist. 
We used nothing that could be call- 
ed a brief — merely a leaflet that 
could be read in a very few minutes, 
and with closely-condensed para- 
graphs indicating reasons for not 
opposing tbe adoption of the bill. 
Copies of this and of the bill were 
sent to every member of the Legis- 
lature at his home address, under 
cover of a personal letter. Those 
who replied were answered at 
length by me or were referred to 
someone in their own districts — the 
latter being requested at the same 
time to follow up. 

Our chief reliance — and this is 
something I feel sure can be accom- 
plished in any State — was personal 
solicitation of support from the 
party leaders of both parties, in and 
out of tbe Legislature. We had 
with us throughout the real politi- 
cal powers. This does not mean 
"working a pull," for these men 
were brought to understand and 
sympathize with the aim of tbe bill 
to create a situation compelling fair 
treatment where none heretofore 
had been accorded by tbe Commis- 
sioner. 

They really had to be " shown." 
In almost every instance their reac- 
tion was that of the normal bearing 
man. Allow tbe deaf to drive auto- 
mobiles ? Not on your life I He 
couldn't hear my horn and let me 
pass on the road. I have trouble en- 
ough now getting by. And so on. 
Then the explanation that the deaf 
driver with his mirror never causes 
such difficulty ; that there are thou 
sands of him already on the roads of 
other States ; that the trouble is due 
to drivers with normal hearing who 
are deafened by roaripg engines or 
enclosed cars and who depend upon 
their hearing ; that every tendency 
of traffic regulation and safety de- 
vice is toward sight-signaling, where 
not already established ; that deaf 
persons know best their own abilities 
and shortcomings and that they are 
not members of the Suicide Club ; 
that in those States where records 
are kept of the causes of accidents 
the testimony is overwhelmingly in 
favor of tne deaf driver as a safe 
driver, and that in only two States of 
the Union is be prohibited from driv- 
ing. Tbe result of the presentation 
of facta as opposed to theory is evi- 
denced in the way tbe vote went in 
the two houses. 

The New Jersey law is not effec- 
tive until July 4th. One feature of 
the Attorney General's opinion, bow- 
ever, is an interpretation of the law 
as it formerly stood and may at once 
go into effect. He declared that a 
deaf person is not "an improper per- 
son" to receive a license, and this 
without reference to the newly- 
adopted amendment.

from a physical defect is not neces- 
sarily "an improper person" to be 
granted a license, " unless it can be 
shown that such defect incapacitates 
from safely driving a motor vehicle," 
the Attorney General continues: 

" Common knowledge, it seems to 
me, would indicate that any person 
who has lost a limb or was suffering 
from paralysis would be incapable of 
safely operating a motor vehicle, but 
I do not understand that common 
experience has shown that a Jdeaf 
person can not with safety operate an 
automobile.

The above statement was receiv- 
ed, subject to audit. 

On the report of tbe Secretary 
that the terms of Messrs. Crouter, 
Stuckert and Smielau, as Trustee 
of tbe Home, would expire on May 
81st, 1920, the said gentlemen were 
unanimously re-elected for another 
term of three years, beginning on 
June 1st, 1935. 

A suggestion was made by Mr. 
Charles A. Kepp, Secretary of the 
Alumni Association of the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for tbe Deaf, 
that, for convenience and mutnal 
benefit, the Society meet at the 
Mt. Airy Institution simultaneously 
witb tbe Alumni Association in tbe 
coming summer, on dates yet to be 
arranged by tbe two organizations. 
The suggestion was received with 
favor, and, on motion of Rev. 
Smielau, seconded by Mr. Fahne- 
Htock, the Chairman was authorized 
to appoint a committee of three to 
arrange tbe meeting in conjunction 
with the Committee of the Alumni 
Association. The Chair appointed 
Messrs. Lipsett, Roach and Part- 
ington the Committee. 

Rev. Smielau then offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions on tbe matter of 
tbe Torresdale property. 



Resolved, That the Board of 
Managers of tbe Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf, in meeting assembled, this 
8th day of April, 1925, purchase 
the property known an the Morelton 
Inn Annex, located at Torresdale, 
Philadelpia Connty, Pennsylvania, 
for Fifty Thousand Dollars, 
($50,000 00) for the purpose of re- 
locating the Home for Aged, Infirm 
and Blind Deaf, now at Doyles- 
town, Pennsylvania ; aud be it 
further 

Resovled, That the Board of 
Managers oi the Society do and 
hereby give to the Board of Trus- 
tees of tbe Home for Aged, Infirm 
and Blind Deaf, full aud unrestrict- 
ed authority to negotiate and fin- 
ance the purchase of the Morelton 
Inn Annex for t lie Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement, of tbe 
Deaf ; and also to place the Home 
property at Doylestown on the mar 
ket and dispose of it at the most 
advantageous price they can obtain, 
as well as to transact all other mat- 
ters pertaining to the sale. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale are to be used in 
liquidating a. part or all of what- 
ever encumbrance may be incurred 
in the purchase of the Morelton 
Inn Annex before being used for 
any other purpose. 

Mr. Fabnestook seconded the re- 
solutions. 

At this point Secretary Reider 
asked that Messrs. .Mcllvnine, 
Steed aud Stevens, who were pre 
sent iu another room, he invited to 
sit witb the Board during the con- 
sideration of the lesolutions as re- 
quested by Mr. Lit Tb« permis- 
sion was given, and Mr. Lit then 
called tbe gentlemen into the meet- 
ing room. Mr. Robert M. Ziegler, 
as an Honorary Member, was privi- 
leged to sit all through the meeting. 
Mr. Steed, at the request of the 
Chairman, first addressed the 
Board. Of all the properties that 
had been offered, tbe Marclton Inn 
Annex was tbe best in every way, 
considering price and location ; its 
size and piesent. condition were 
most satisfactory, save that it need 
ed a beating plant; it was examined 
by officers of the North Philadel- 
phia Trust Company, including its 
President, who readily agreed to 
finance its purchase by a petma- 
neut mortagage, stipulating, how- 
ever, that the entire proceeds from 
the sale of tbe Doylestown property 
tte applied to redoes the moitgage. 
As the option of $500 was to expire 
the next, day, that was on April 
9lb, the Trustees were to pay down 
$4,500 more and the Bank would 
advance the balance of $45,000 on 
mortgage, which would cinch tbe 
acquisition of tbe property. Mr. 
Steed received a favoratde opinion 
on the value of the propeity from 
all tbe persons he conMilted, and 
some believed it was still worth its 
original price of $100,000, at pre- 
sent values of real estate. 

The above were the chief points 
of his address, but he added tbat 
tbe Home bad enough funds ou 
hand to install a steam heating 
plant at once. 

Mr. Mcllvaine also believed the 
property a valuable find and most 
suitable for our Hume. He doubted 
that a better one could be found for 
such a reasonable price, judging 
from the many offers he had re- 
ceived. Most all of those offers 
were for properties outside of 
Philadelphia. He wished it under 
stood that, if this Torresdale pro- 
perty is acquired, it should not be 
expected that the door would he 
thrown wide open at once to all 
who applied for admission until 
filled to capacity, for maintenance 
is a big item which has to be reckon- 
ed with. But all that can lie done, 
will be done. It behooved the deaf 
of Pennsylvania now more than 
ever to give the Home all the sup 
pori tbey can and thus add to its 
continued success.

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The sea covers three- fourth- of 
the earth's surface and to many it 
appears as a barren waste which sepa- 
rates the continents aud makes long, 
tiresome voyages necessary, yet it is 
veritably teeming with both plant 
and animal life. 

Many marine products have been 
utilized since prehistoric times 
Amber, coral, salt, fish and shellfish 
were the first articles to be bartered 
by savage man. Wampum or strings 
ot shell beads, served as money 
among many tribes of North Aineri- 
cau Indians. The ancients extract- 
ed their most important dye from a 
shell fish. This dye, now known 
as Tyrian purple, was obtained by 
an extremely laborious process. So 
costly was it that only the very 
wealthy could afford it — hence the 
phrase, "born to the purple." 

In Medieval times fisheries were 
relatively more important than they 
are today. Although the quantity 
of sea products taken was much less, 
the human race was more dependent 
on them. Whale oil, sperm oil, and 
spermaceti were essential for lllunii- 
uants. Indeed, as late as the early 
nineteenth ceutury pessimists were 
forecasting dark streets aud homes 
because of the extinction of the 
whale by over fishing. 

Fish are marvelously abundant 
and are utilized principally as food. 
In addition to being eaten fresh, they 
are preserved by freezing, canning, 
salting, pickling, smoking, drying, 
and by fermenting. Non-edible fish 
is made into oil, fertilizer and meal. 
Fish and fish-liver oils are of consi- 
derable importance commercially. 
Cod liver and other such oils are 
coming more and more to be recog- 
nized as medicines of great value in 
the treatment of rickets, an eye 
trouble called xeropthalmia, and 
many other results of malnutrition 

Fish and shark-liVer oils are also 
extensively used in the tanning of 
leather. Fish oil is used as a sub 
stitute for linseed oil in the manu- 
facture of paints and varnishes ami 
in the making of oiled cloths .nut 
waterproof clothing. For many pur- 
poses it is superior to linseed oil, as 
the dried film is more flexible aud 
does not crack so readily. Menha- 
den, sardine, and salmon oils are the 
most important of the fish oils, but 
recently other oils, such as tuna and 
shark, have come into prominence. 

Fish and whale oil industries have 
grown rapidly duriug the past de- 
Cade, because of the large quanti- 
ties of these oils converted into solid 
fats by treatment with hydrogen. 
The solid products are either made 
into soaps or into lard substitutes 
This treatment greatly improves 
their quality, as the fats are made 
colorless, odorless and taste; . 
Liquid glue is prepared from the 
skins and waste of certain fishes, 
principally the cod, cusk, haddock, 
and pollock. 

Shark leather has recently become 
very popular. Cod, salmon, aud 
other fish skins may be tauned into 
excellent leather. The air bladders 
of the sturgeon, hake,' and other 
fishes are made into isinglass. Imi- 
tation pearls, which are so popular' 
At present, are manufactured from 
the scales of the alewite, hen ing. 
aud other fishes 

Mollusks are? utilized to au extent 
scarcely appreciated. In America 
the annual product of the shell fish 
eries constitute approximately one 
third of the total value of the 
eries. The oyster industry, d 
its receut decline, yields about 
000,000 worth of food, and also se- 
veral million dollars worth of poul- 
try grit, lime and fertilizer. The 
clam, scallop, and abalone fisheries 
are also fair sized industries. Sea 
mussels are vei v plentiful, bu 1 
utilized in this county only as bait or 
fertilizer. 

The N world's pearl shell fisheries 
produce annually in excess of $5, 
000, 000. Pearls are the most costly 
of jewels, single strings often bring- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
Beautiful ornaments are also made 
from Corel, which is the skeleton ot 
a curious little animal that gr. 
branching colonies which was for- 
merly thought to be a plant. 



Lobsters, crabs and shrimps, are 
universally esteemed as food, and re- 
cently canned shrimp has become 
very popular and the shrimp can- 
neries a leading fish industry. 

Seals are another product of great 
importance Since 1909 Uncle Sam 
has been in the fur business, for In 
that year the Bureau of Fisheries 
took control of the Pribilof Islands, 
Alaska, and has had complete 
charge of the fur seals of these 
islands, which supply nearly the 
entire world's supply of seal fur. 
By careful protection the number of 
seal on those islands has been in- 
creased from 1 32 ,000 in 1 9 10 to 604,- 
962 in 1922. 

Whaling played a very imporant 
part in the history of our Republic. 
The New Bedford whalers cruised 
the seven seas iu search of whales' 
and furnished a large part of the 
world with illuminating oils, candles 
and whalebone. With the discovery 
of petroleum the importance of deep- 
sea whaling rapidly diminished, for 
whale oil was no longer a necessary 
illuminant The invention of the 
harpoon gun in 1874, however, and 
the discovery sf a practical method 
of convening whale oil into a solid 
fat brought about the rejuvenation 
of the whaling industry. 

Whales are now being hunted as 
never before, and so great is the 
slaughter that unless some form of 
protection is immediately devised 
the whale will become commercially 
extinct within a decade or two. 
Any regulation will have to be 
brought about by international agree- 
ment, as few whales are found with- 
in the three-mile limit and whalers 
of any nation may take those Out- 
side this limit. 

Other important whale products 
aie spermaceti, whalebone, sperm oil, 
ambergris, glue, whalebone meal. 
Ambergris is ofteu worth its weight 
in gold It is a waxy substance 
found iu the intestines of diseased 
whales, but it is often found floating 
on the sea or washed upon the shore. 
Its principal use is as a fixative in 
certain valuable perfumes. 

Porpoises, dolphins, blackfisu and 
other relatively small animals be- 
longing to the whale family are 
hunted in a few localities for their 
hides and oils. The oil obtained 
from the jaws of these animals is the 
must valuable liquid fat known in 
commerce. It is used in the lubri- 
cation ot watches and other fine 
machinery. 

Turtles are caught iu nearly all 
tropical waters. Valuable meat 
obtained from the green turtle, and 
tortoise sheil is procured from the 
back shell of the hawk's bill turtle. 
Sponges are curious animals which 
are valued for their skeletons. For- 
merly the world's supply came from 
the Mediterranean, but in recent 
years many have been taken in the 
West Indies aud on the coast of 
Florida. 

In addition to the many animals 
found in the sea, vegetable life 
exists in great abundance. It is 
estimated that marine vegetation is 
equal iu quantity to the plant growth 
ot the land. In Kurope and Japan 
iodine is prepared from certain sea- 
weed. Agar-agar aud Irish moss are 
the only seaweed products sold in 
America on a large scale. Irish 
moss is prepared in Massachusetts 
and is used in making blanc mange, 
a padding. Agar-agar is used in 
medicine. The Orientals have 
always utilized large quantities of 
of marine algae, the Japanese being 
especially fond of sea vegetables. — 
Adapted. 



The Vastneos of South America. 

The vastness of South America is 
the first thing we must understand. 
I travel about thirty or forty thou- 
sand miles each year, trying to cover 
my circuit. It takes me longer to 
go between the extreme poiuts, from 
Panama by steamer down the west 
coast and on through the Straits to 
Asuncion, Paraguay, than it would 
take to go from San Francisco to 
Cairo and back to Glasgow. 

You think of Bolivia as a little 
country. It is as big as Germany, 
Austria, and England. Peru is as 
large as all the United States from 
Nova Scotia to the Gulf. Argen- 
tina equals all the United Stai 
west ot Omaha. Brazil is a United 
States with another Texts added. 
The resources of that vast area are 
in keeping with the bigness of the 
continent. 

u know, at least vaguely, of 
minerals, gold, silver, tin, copper, 
vanadium, bismuth, tungsten, the 
diamond mines of Brazil, and the 
emerald mines of Colombia. Chile 
and Bolivia have been selling $130,- 
000.000 worth of nirates every year 
to fertilize the beet-sugar fields of 
Germany. The black, rich alluvial 
soil of Brazil, Argentina, and Uru- 
guay, is as good as the best in Il- 
linois and Iowa. Corn grows seven- 
ty bushels to the acre; wheat, fifty 
bushels; alfalfa, six crops a year. 

In the latitude south the equator, 
as far as Chicago is north of it, we 
have an Illinois soil and a southern 
California climate.
